The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico has been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

Masonic Order, which is recognized by the Masonic Order in the 
United States, according to a decree dated June 20, 19*1-8, is- 
sued by the Grand Sovereign Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons 
of Puerto Rico.

Information reported by the Police of Puerto Rico 
(POPR) was received from the office of Captain JUAN GONZALEZ 
DELGADO, Superintendent, Division of Internal Security (DIS), 
San Juan, Puerto Rico* 

I . ORGANIZATION 


A. Comments Concerning Organization and Activities 


I I advised on July 31, 1953, that the NPPR in 

Puerto Rico is disorganized and without competent leadership* 

He stated this disorganized state has existed since the term 
of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS in prison began in March, 195^* Infor- 
mant stated the NPPR depended almost entirely upon leadership 
and guidance of ALBIZU and without his activ e leadership, it 
is slowly withering away. According to l 1 the only persons 
capable of reorganizing and leading the Party effectively are 
afraid they will be arrested if they participate in public 
activities of that Party. Informant stated JUANITA OJEDA 
MALDONADO tries to keep the NPPR active by celebrating 
historical events significant to the NPPR. Informant stated 
this has met with only partial success because very few NPPR 
members are willing to openly participate in activities of 
that Party. He stated this is based on these persons ’’ belief 
that they will be persecuted and possibly arrested by the 
POPR should they take an active part in NPPR affairs . Infor- 
mant stated some persons, such as RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ, carry 
on an almost continual propaganda campaign for the NPPR, directed 
primarily toward persons in other countries; however, this 
has had no concrete effect upon obtaining Puerto Rico r s Inde- 
pendence. | | stated it is his opinion the NPPR will never 

be able to successfully reorganise and function as a revolu- 
tionary group because of its lack of aggressive leaders and 
because the political situation in Puerto Rico is not 'conducive 
to the development of a revolutionary political group advocating 
independence . 


advised on July 29, 1958, the NPPR is not 
functioning afa an effective organization because it lacks 
interested members and competent leaders. He stated there 
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are sms devoted followers of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS who 
continue to participate in activities and conduct 
propaganda for the NPPR. However, because of their lack 
of organization, these activities are largely ineffectual. 

The informant stated most of the capable NPPR leaders are 
in prison and those who are not in prison are reluctant to 
engage in any activities which might jeopardize their freedom, 
The informant added there are a number of persons devoted 
to ALBIZU and to the ideals of the NPPR and undoubtedly 
would be willing to do anything for that Party; however, 
there has been no one since ALBIZU’ s imprisonment in March, 
125-4, who could weld these individuals into any semblance of 
an organization. 


idvised on July 31* 1958* there have been no 


recent meetings of the NPPR in the Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, 
area to his knowledge. He stated JUANITA OJEDA has given 
no indication that the NPPR plans to try a reorganization or 
has made any recent efforts to recruit any new members for 
the NPPR.

[ on July 31 j 1958, ALBIZU is confined in the Presbyterian 

Hospital, Santurce, Puerto Rico, under 24 hour guard by agents 
of the DIS. Captain GONZALEZ stated there are agents on 
duty outside the room of ALBIZU at all times and it IS their 
duty to assure that no unauthorized persons go into ALBIZU' s 
room and that he does not leave. 


Captain GONZALEZ advised that ALBIZU is allowed 
visits by his daughter, ROSA ALBIZU DE O'NEILL, and his 
sister, ANA MARIA CAMPOS. He stated that other persons 
desiring to visit ALBIZU must first obtain written permission 
from the Commonwealth Department of Justice. 

Captain GONZALEZ stated ALBIZU was transferred 
to the Presbyterian Hospital from the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico State Penitentiary on November 9,1958, due to his poor 
health and he has no information to indicate the length of 
time ALBIZU will continue to be confined in the hospital. 
Captain GONZALEZ added it Is his opinion that ALBIZU will 
remain indefinitely In the hospital, both for health and 
political reasons. 

Captain GONZALEZ advised he receives daily reports 
from his agents at the Presbyterian Hospital concerning 
ALBIZU 's physical condition, and according to these reports 
ALEIZU's health is satisfactory for a man of his age and 
past medical history.

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The May '26, 1958, issue of "El Imparcial," 

San Juan dally newspaper, on Page 12, Column 5> in an 
article captioned "In the Fortaleza" states, "Since PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS, president of the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico, has been confined to the Presbyterian Hospital in 
Santurce, the Commonwealth government has been paying an 
average of $53*1^ daily for his hospitalization, medical 
services, and nurses. This information was furnished 
'El Imparcial' oh an exclusive basis by the Secretary of 
Justice, Atty. JUAN B. FERNANDEZ BADILLO, through 'his 
director of Public Relations, JUAN ESTADES GIRAU. 

"As of April 30 of this year, the date of the last 
statement of account received In the Department of Justice, 
the government had paid $3^*578.10 for services rendered 
ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

"These expenditures, according to information 
taken from the records by the Bookkeeping Section of the 
Department of Justice at the request of 'El Imparcial' are: 
$10,011.10 in hospital expenses; $16,220 for nurses' care; 
and $3,3^7 for doctors' services. The total of days of 
hospitalization up until April 30, 1958, was 6 28 days. 

"NOT ADVISED. In reply to questions by 'El 
Imparcial 1 , the Secretary of Justice reported that it is 
only the doctors who attend ALBIZU CAMPOS who can determine 
if the patient should or should not be moved to the peni- 
tentiary, and to date they have not advised such a thing.

A. Absence cf Formal Means of Identification 


No information has been received from any source 
Indicating the issuance of membership cards or maintenance 
of membership lists by the NPPR in Puerto Rico at any time 
subsequent to the Nationalist uprising of October 30, 1950. 

No master list of members was recovered by the POPR in 
searches of NPPR Headquarters and homes of prominent Nationalists 
during November, 1950. The NPPR Constitution in effect at 
the time of the Nationalist uprising fails to state require- 
ments for membership in the NPPR or to define membership. 

The sworn statement of the then Secretary General of the 
NPPR made to Commonwealth authorities in November, 1950* 
reveals that it was not necessary for a person to take an ' 
oath of membership in order to attain a high rank in the NPPR. 


| advised on July 31, 1958, there is no formal 

means of identification of NPPR members and no membership 
lists or cards. Informant stated most of the old members 
of the NPPR are now inactive because the Party itself is 
inactive and no new members are being recruited into that 
organization. I I commented that many of the Nationalists 
fear arres t shou ld they openly participate in affairs of 
the Party. r I stated old members are drifting away from 
the NPPR due to the lack of organization and leadership, 
and young persons are not interested in joining the NPPR 
because it is obvious that independence for Puerto Rico cannot 
be gained through the violent methods advocated by PEDRO 
ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

B, Criteria for Consideration as NPPR Adherent 

Person has had membership or participation in 
the NPPR within the last five years, which would include 
activity such as: 

1. Contributing or collecting money for the NPPR. 

2. Conducting propaganda in some form on behalf 
of the NPPR. 
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3. Providing or attempting to secure weapons 
and/or discussions or plans for future 
violence. 

4. Other efforts or cooperation to further 
the NPPR aims. 

5. Professing or admitting adherence to the 
party beliefs and principles. 

C. Current NPPR Adherents in Puerto Rico 


The list of current Nationalist adherents set 
forth in this subsection has been compiled from reports 
of activity or statements made by persons indicating their 
belief, collaboration, or sympathy in NPPR aims and policies. 

The majority of reports used as a basis for this compilation 
were received from informants familiar with NPPR activities 
and membership in Puerto Rico, from interviews with Nationalists, 
and from the POPR. It should be noted that not all of these 
persons have participated in activities in furtherance of 
NPPR ideals and aims during the current period. Adherents 
listed total 200. 

The districts referred to in the list below are 
the seven senatorial districts in Puerto Rico which were 
used by the NPPR as the framework for its organization prior 
to the October 30, 1950* uprising when the party was last 
reported to be functioning in an organized fashion.

| |advised on June 30, 1958, that during the 

past week he talked with several persons whom he consi- 
ders to be Nationalists and who testified before a Civil 
Rights Committee Hearing recently held in Arecibo. Ac- 
cording to the informant these hearings are being held 
throughout the Island by the Commonwealth Government and 
have invited anyone to testify who feels that his civil 
rights have In any way been violated in the past. 
According to I [ these persons stated they testified 
as t o their persecution by the local police and the FBI. 

I stated that these persons g*->.v9 no indication that 
they had given any information .tr.pt . they did not feel 
was the truth. In this regar [„ stated that Whenever 
any Nationalist loses his job he is quick , to blame that 
loss on the local police or the RBI . I I stated that 
these Nationalists sincerely believe that they are unable 
to hold a job because of persecution by authorities. 

He added, however, that none of these persons would hesi- 
tate to fabricate information if they thought it would 
embarrass the FBI or the police.

tions with several Nationalists who testified before the

On February 20, 1958# a confidential informant 
advised that the FLN was composed of all types of 
people including Nationalists and Communists. The 
FLN membership is made up of revolutionists, 
politicians and an in-between group. The informant 
stated that the revolutionists advocate revolution 
to obtain independence for Puerto Rico while the 
politicians desire that the FLN become a political 
party. The in-between group does not favor revolution. 


On May 15# 1958, the same Informant advised 
that the majority of the FLN Board of Directors, 
including FLN President JOSE GIL DE LAMADRID, 
favors the FLN becoming a political party, and plans 
were being formulated for the FLN to move to Puerto 
Rico to participate in the elections. Efforts 
are to be made to "have the FLN inscribed" in 
Puerto Rico and petitions for signatures will be 
gathered for this purpose. 


Another confidential source advised on 
August 12, 1958, that the plan to have the FLN 
participate in the elections in Puerto Rico did not 
materialize as a result of opposition to this plan by the 
Nationalists and Communists. The source stated that as 
of August 8 , 1958# GIL DE LAMADRID was no longer President 
of the FLN, as a six man provisional governing board 
composed of three Nationalists and three Communists had 
been appointed to control the FLN.

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Source stated that in! addition to the expected large 
group of Nationalists, a group of members of the FUPI will also 
commemorate the "Grito de Lares." 


In addition, a group of POP members will go to Lares on 
9/23/58, but will'hold a celebration separate from that of the 
NPHl and the FUPI. 

This source, and another source who furnished substantially 
the same information, have advised they have no information that 
any violence is planned in connection with this event.

in the name' of his organization. He -was accompanied by JUAN ANGEL 

TILEN, Secretary of Foreign Relations, and RUBEN CASTILLO, Treas- 
urer, both of vihom made short speeches against United States in- 
tervention in Puerto Rico, and asserting that University youth will 
use all available means to make Puerto Rico a free and sovereign 
republic. 


A small group rep resenting the EER tLJIDiU) HJERTOKR IQUENA 
(Puerto Rican Brotherhood - I I made a floral offer- 

ing at the cemetery, made no speeches while at the cemetery, and 
we re not reported to have made any contacts while at lares. 

The group consisted of ANTONIO CABRERAS MEDINA, ESTEBAN 
MONC-E, SEGUNDO CORTES , and fnu 0Q,UEHDC (whose activities are 
as yet undetermined ) . While at Lares , handbills bearing the name 
of the "Hermandad Puertorriqueiia" were distributed in the town. 
These handbills'contained a poem entitled, "September 23rd," by 
Julia de Burgos, (deceased Puerto Rican poetess). 


According" to El Mundo, one of 'San Juan’s leading Spanish- 
language newspapers, GCR Lodge Libertad, at Urbanizacidn Valencia, 
Rio Piedras (in the San Juan metropolitan area), commemorated the 
Grito de Lares with a meeting at which GON' Grand Master ANTONIO 
SANTAELLA BIANCO was the principal speaker.

On September 24, 1958* a confidential source 
advised that a group of about 25 Nationalists and 
members of Organizacion Nacional Libertadora which, 
according to source, is a new name for the remaining 
members of the Frente de Liberacion Nacional (FLN), 
l, met during the evening of September 23, 1958 at the 
Guayanilla Social Club, 1540 Madison Avenue, Manhattan, 
New York, to commemorate the founding of the Republic 
of Puerto Rico. 

The confidential source advised that approx- 
imately seven persons identified to the source as 
Nationalists, were present at the meeting, one of whom 
was Maria Quinones, the moderator of the meeting. Also 
present was Lydia Collazo Turner who was described to 
source as the Delegate of Pedro Albizu Campos in the 
United States. 

Pedro Albizu Campos is the self -admitted 
President of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) 
who is presently incarcerated in Puerto Rico for his 
activities in behalf of the NPPR. 

The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico has been 
designated by the Attorney General of the United 
States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

The confidential source advised that the 
evening was taken up with speech-making concerning 
the need for Puerto Rican independence, and some poems, 
with a similar theme, were read. 
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It was suggested that all organizations 
devoted to Puerto Rico's independence, work together 
by picketing the United Nations and the White House 
to demand the independence of the island, and the 
release of Pedro Albizu Campos and other jailed 
Nationalist leaders. 

Another confidential source advised on 
September 24, 1958 that Postal card invitations dated 
September 18, 1958, were mailed out for the above- 
mentioned affair. These invitations were sent out 
over the names of Maria Quinones, Secretary, and Carlos 
Velez Rieckehoff, President of the Organizing Committee 
for the Affair. This same source advised that Maria 
Quinones had been elected Secretary of the provisional 
junta of the NPPR in New York City in the early part 
of May, 1954, and that Rieckehoff was identified to 
source as a Nationalist from Puerto Rico who is presently 
residing in New York City. 

This source advised that approximately 
$19.00 was collected at this affair which was turned 
over to Lydia Collazo Turner. Source stated that it 
was said that this affair was the beginning of the 
re?organization of the Nr?R, and when the jailed Nationalists 
were released, they would find a large group already 
organized. 


This source advised that in November, 1958, 
the Nationalists in New York City were going to sponsor 
a dance and those present at the September 23, 1958 
affair appeared happjp that they were getting together

I n advised Special Agents of the 

b7C Federal Bureau of Investigation on December 3 , 1957 * 
that the Frente de Liberacion Nacional ms organized 
on October 26, 1957* in New York City by a group of 
twenty young Puerto Ricans who are determined that 
Puerto Rico will be independent. 

A confidential source advised on February 20, 

1958, that the FLN was composed of all types of people, 
including Nationalists and Communists. Hie FLN is 
composed of revolutionises, politicians and an in-between 
group. The source stated that the revolutionists 
advocated revolution to obtain independence for Puerto 
Rico while the politicians desired that the FLN become 
a political party. The in-between group does not favor 
revolution .

Another confidential source advised on August 12, 
1958, that the pJ an to have the FLN participate in the 
elections in Puerto Rico did not materialize as a result 
of opposition to the plan by the Nationalists and 
Communists. The source stated that as of August 8, 

1958, Gil de Lamadrid was no longer President of the 
FLN as a six man provisional governing board composed 
of three Nationalists and three Communists had been 
appointed to control the FLN.

The source 
further stated that it had been proposed that the 
Organizacion Nacional Libertadora (ONL) be formed by 
FLN members in order that social functions may be held 
for the purpose of raising money. Source stated the 
ONL will be used as a social organization.

National Liberation Front (FLN) 

|advised Special Agents of the 

Federal Bureau of Investigation on December 3* 1957* that 
the Frente de Liberacion Naeional was organized on October 26, 
1957* in New York City, by a group of twenty young Puerto 
Ricans who are determined that Puerto Rico will be independent. 

A- confidential source advised on February 20, 1958* 
that the FLN was composed of all types of people, including 
Nationalists and Communists. The FLN is composed of revolu- 
tionists, politicians and an in-between group. The source 
stated that the revolutionists advocated revolution to obtain 
independence for Puerto Rico while the politicians desired 
that the FLN become a political party. The in-between group 
does not favor revolution. 

Another confidential Source advised on August 12, 

1958, that the plan to have the FLN participate in the elections 
in Puerto Rico did not materialize as a result of opposition 
to the plan by the Nationalists and Communists. The source 
stated that as of August 8, 1958* Gil de Lamadrid was no longer 
President of the FLN as a six man provisional governing board 
composed of three Nationalists and three Communists had been 
appointed to control the FLN.

l that it had been decide d that the 
FLN be “burled " I i The decision not 

to make further attempts to reorganize the FLN came as 
a result of lack of attendance at meetings, lack of 
leadership, and lack of responsible individuals to carry 
out the decisions of the organization. The source further 
stated that it had been proposed that the Organization 
Naeional Libertadora (ONL) be formed by FLN Members In 
order that social functions may be held for the purpose of 
raising money.

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The informant advised JUANITA OJEDA MALDONADO stated on 10/30/58 
I I she, ANGELINA TORRES OLA, CLEMENTE MATTEI 

PADILLA, LUIS MANUEL O'NEILL, and PEDRO MELENDEZ went to the 
cemetery in Isla Verde and placed flowers on the grave of 
GRISELIO TORRESOLA. They also placed there a floral wreath 
with the inscription "Partido Nacionalista de Puerto Rico." 

OJEDA took a photograph of the group at the grave. 

According to information from OJEDA, the group then returned to 
Rio Piedras. ANGELINA TORRESOLA remained in Rio Piedras and the 
remainder of the group then went to Arecibo, Utuado and Penuelas 
where they placed flowers on the graves of deceased Nationalists* 

Ojeda stated there were no Incidents during the trip and every- 
thing went as planned. 

The Informant furnished an invitation which reads as follows 
(as translated from Spanish to English): 

Independence Lodge Number 3 of the Gran Orlente 
Nacional de Puerbo Rico has the honor to invite 
you and your distinguished family to the "Tenida 
Blanca" that this respectable Lodge will celebrate 
in commemoration of Grlto de Lares 1867 - 1958, 
on September 23 , 1958 > at 8 o'clock PM, in the Salon 
of the Liberators of the Liberty Temple, Calle 
Valencia Numero 186, Urbanizacion Valencia, Hato 
Rey, Puerto Rico.

Brother ANTONIO SANTAELLA BLANCO, the speaker of 
the night, will dissertate on the colonial problem 
of Puerto Rico in Latin America.

The informant, advised there is little organized NPPR activity 
taking place at present. He stated JUANITA OJEDA organizes 
commemorations of events prominent in NPPR history and carries 
them out with the assistance of a few other NPPR members. These 
celebrations and some propaganda efforts are virtually the only 
organized NPPR activities being engaged in at present. The In- 
formant attributed the lack of activity to the incarceration and 
physical condition of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. He stated the NPPR 
has always relied on ALBIZU for guidance and leadership, and 
since he has been incarcerated there has been no leader available 
to the party with ALBIZU' s ability.

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The informant stated that RAMON MEDINA RAMIREZ is a capable 
leader but he lacks the courage necessary in a leader of a 
revolutionary group. He said MEDINA apparently is afraid to 
attempt a reorganization of the party and has done nothing to 
encourage or foster increased NPPR activity. 

The informant advised that JUANITA OJEDA is the most active 
leader of the NPPR and it is only because of her work on behalf 
of that party that any activities are conducted. He stated tha$ 
although OJEDA does not have much leadership ability, she is 
willing to devote herself to the NPPR and ALBIZU and for that 
reason she is considered by many Nationalists to be the de 
facto leader of the party at present. 

informant added that the NPPR has very little chance of 
i gaining any popular support among the Puerto Rican people be- 
cause most Puerto Ricans do not desire independence for Puerto 
Rico and those who do desire independence do not condone the 
use of violence to obtain it. He added that even many of the 
Nationalists realize that violence against the United states 




is futile and that independence cannot be obtained in that way.

The Informant said there are no organized meetings of the NPPR 
being held in Puerto Rico at present. He stated there are oc- 
casional meetings of small groups of Nationalists to discuss 
matters concerning the NPPR or to plan commemorations or 
propaganda but these are not held regularly or frequently. 

He stated there have been no efforts to hold any organized 
meetings during recent years and as long as the NPPR continues 
in a state of virtual disorganization, there is little likeli- 
hood that meetings will be held. The informant added that many 
Nationalists fear that their attendance at NPPR meetings would 
result in their arrest, and for that reason they are reluctant 
to attend or sponsor such meetings. 
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
